to do an amount of mischief of the extont of 
which they have little idea, Tho Breuor 
or Hererort, seems to have specially 
distinguished himself in the direction 
of those fine bread platitudes which 
are so often successful with the large 
section of the public at’ home who are 
governed by catch words, ‘the Chinese in 
the Transvaal are ‘‘an offensive yellow 
blot on our Impire of Freedom, and a 
triumph .for the eapitaliats,” ‘The blot. be. 
ing yellow und tha people benefiting by it 
being eapitalisis is particularly forcible ; 
but ia what possible way Freedom—in the 
sense in which the word is used by the 
Bisuor—is interfered with by a labour 
contract fuirly entered “into and justly 
carried out is possibly glearer to the Brssor 
than to the public at large. The ridiculous 
part of the matter is that the amount of 
freedom that is really given up by the Chi- 
nese is exactly the same os that which is 
of necessity given uy in-enteriug upou any 
contract whaterer~the surrender (to take 
Anson's definition) of a. right for a con- 
sideration. A man is-free'to walk over all 
his lands; but if ho leases a portion of 
them he gives up his freedom to walk over 
that particular part. The employers cun- 
not engage labourers otherwise than for 1 
term and the Chinese are not disposed to 
leave their country without boing certain of 
employmant fora fixed period, and it is 
surely no invasion of .the freedom on 
either side that the engagement should 
be made for such a time as will suit 
both parties, in precisely the same manner 
as is the ‘cnse in engagements made 
in all directions for employment for a term, 
Mercantile and professional men and even 
public servants constantly make contraets 
for their “labour” on this basis; and the 


_ Jonly point at which it could be said there 


is av invasion of the Chinese .labourers’ 
freedom would be if, in the place where he 
has to carry out his contract, le was unduly 
deprived of tho rights of protection and 
of the justice which everyone is entitled to 
look for who is under the British flag. 
Hitherto there has not beon the slightest 
indication of anything of this kind. The 
Chinese certainly enjoy as much freedom in 
South Africa as they would have in any 
other British Colony und’ much more thao 
they would have in their own country. 
What, therefore, is there to be said in 
support of this repeated ery of “ slavery ” 
atid of the terrible yellow blotwhich troubled 
the Brsnop or Hzwerorp? 


It is some consolation to find thatargumenta }

Tho official report by Admirsl Togo conowrn-

tho help of God'and the bravery of the officors 
and* men! ‘tho Japaneso combined fleet eno- 
condod on the 27th and 28th of May, in annihilat- 
ing tho Russian Squadrons in the Sea of Japan.

WARM WORK IN MANCHUBIA. 

Contrary to what is the case in most parte 
of China, ‘writes the British Consnl at Now- 
chwang (Mr. H, A. Little), farming is carried 
ov in Manchuria on a comparatively laxxe scale, 
average size of holdings boing from 1(0 to 200 
acres, There is ample rcops, therfore, for 
lobour-eaving imploments: Owing to the large 
numbers used-up in the war, farmers aro suffer- 
ing from waut of draught animals. 

NATIVE-BIADE FORKIGN-PATTHEN STOVES. 

Yn Nowchwang, Chinese are beginning to take 
to foreign stoves ‘for heating their houses. As 
the winter ‘in Menchuris is lonw ond very cold 
thore should bes good market for these goods. 
For thy pest year or two e native hasbeen 
making stoves of a. forvign pattern, weighing 
about 50 to 76 lbs., and costing $5. and $7 
reapeolivoly, and the-aunual sale it iv said has 
amounted to about 1000, “This year the demand 
has greatly iyerensed, partly on account of tho 
needs of 8 large number cf Japanese who have 
come in, and tie recently had in urdéers for. 5,00v, 
Desidos refusing. many which he eould not

. SEWING MACHINES, : 

In recent years sewing mechines have been 
coming into jayour in all parts of China, and 
their use will ‘certsinly greatly extend as, 
although the cost of s machine is about equal to 
tho wages of one mon for a year, the saving in 
labour. is.equal to tho pay of 4 to 10 men 
according tathe work done, In Newchwang 
there ‘are about 100 in use, protty well ovory 
tailor's shop boing provided with one, and in tho 
last few mouths of the year. one firm sold about 
160, mostly"for places in tho theatre of wor, 
where the noods of the troops have given the 
tailors much omployment, sud so created o 
demand for labour-saving appliances, It ia to 
be noted thatforeign thread should bo supplied 
with the machines sa native thread is too coarse 
and not stroug' enough.: : 

DEMAND FOR ANCHORS, ‘ 

Amongst other things for which thore seems 
a good cpening are iron anchors, whivh are sold 
at 5s. (Id. to14d.) a catty (1°33 ibs. av.), the raw 
materia! boing imported at 3c. and made up 
here (Nowchvang), chain and hemp cables, bolts, 
nails,,and oartmaking muterials. As thore are 
supposed to be 20,000 boate plying on this river,

Tho artillery occupy- 
ing the south-eastere height of Lienhuacbieh 
opened: x bombardment on. the neighbouring 
Japanese, whe oncaged them for some hours and 
repulsed them. The Japanese completely occu- 

ied the height near Honeshihling, also on the 
Grin Road, and were still in pursnit.

On June 20th, reports the Stingapors Free | 


Press, thore woa_& lorge gathering of Chinezo 
morchaotsand othar membors of the Chinozo 
community at Singapore, to discuss the question 
of taking joint action with Shanghai and 
Hougkong in regard to American goods and 
the American Chinese Exclusion Act. a

A rosolution was proposed by Mr. Chan Teow 
Naw ond siconded by dir. Tan Hoon Chew, 
that the action of ths Shanghai Chinese 
Chambor of Commerce in deciding to boycott 
American trelaa and American goods uni! 
such timo osaitiafactory amendment be made in 
the laws dealing with the admission of Chinosa 
into tho, United States, be approved, aud that 
similar action be taken by tbe: Chineso mer- 
chants in Singapore. 

This resolution was oarried unanimously ond 
it was decided to cable tho decision to Shan shai, 
and also té cablo to the Board of Commerce, and 
the Waiwupn at Peking urging them to streng- 
then the hands of the Chinese Minister in the 
matter. “A 

Action locally will bo takon st once, but will 
not be retrospective ; all contracta made up to 
the present will bo carried ont, bot-after that 
the-boycott will be continued till such time as 
alteration is made in the laws: 

Daring tho course of the discussion which 
lasted some time, Mr. Yulick made o speach in 
which he muda a novel proposition. Roferrlag 
1o the Christian missionaries from Arneriea he 
said that the Chinese Christians won.d support 
their follow crantrymon by refusing to lixten 
to Amorican missionarics whose Christianity 
did not oppsar to be practicable amongst . their 
own coun en. The best method would be 
to fight shy of Amorican missionaries and tell 
them to go baok to their own people-ns their 
ductrines wero not accoptable, Those Christians 
would invite English gentlemen to be their 
pastors, or éleot their own Chinese pastors to 
coutinue the work of the Church. 

In an intorview with Mr. Wilber, Unitod 
States Consnl, next morning, the Free Press 
was informed that it wae difficult to s«y how fur 
the action of the Chinose would affect American 
trade with Singapore since the Consular figures 
only dealt with exports. ‘As regards tho oxclu- 
sion Jaw the Consal pointed ‘out that uader the 
1894 Convention the regulations os t admitting 
Chinese into the States, were he thonght loss 
severe than they are at present, That Convon- 
tion expired in 1904 and-tho Chinese Govern: | 
ment refused. to renew it. In consoquence 
the Government of the -United States had 
to fall back on the 1884 Chinese Exclusion 
law which’ isthe one at present'in force, This 
law is aimed at the exclusion of the labotrers, 
though it may be noted incidentally tha’ Igundry 
proprietors and barbers have been decided to be 
Javonrora.

HOW WAR ORIGINATED. 


THU TSAR AND ADMIRAL ALEXEIBFY. 

BReuter's correspoudeat in St. Petersburg 
gives an interesting review of the correspondence 
which took placa betwoon Admiral Alexeieff, 
and the Tsar prior to the outbreak of hostilities. 
In December, 1903, Admiral Aloxeieff warned 
the Taar that the Japaneso would forestull the 
Russinna on the Ya'u and the roads leading’ 

to the estern Chinese Railway, whiol 
would rainall Russia’s plans snd force her to 
centralise any eventual operations further to the 
north, and {o leave Port Arthur toitsfate. As 
the rosult of severe representatians on December 
26, the Tsar commanded Adimiral Alexeieff to 
mobilise the Far Eastern Dustriots, to declare 
s state of siege in Manchuria, at Port Arthur, 
and at Viadivostook, and generally to prepare 
for war. ‘The Tsar copaidered that oyory year 
of penco gained was of enormous im) ica for’ 
Russia. Although ho most not yield, Admiral 
Aloxei.f€ shonld do his almest to avoid war. 
His policy should be firm but courteous in form, 
and should ignore unimportant details. Thoro 
must be no discussion about Manchuria either 
with Japan or avy othor bower. That was an 
offeir between Russia and Chino, Russia was 
willing to take'into consideration tho commer; 
cial interests of Japan and other vations: pe 
vided they were under tho Russian mgis and 
there were no settlements, Russia would . not 
regard a Japanese: ocoupation of Coren ab 8: 
casus be!li, On.the contrary, such. an occapa, | 
tion would-be very advantageous to Russii 
because: it would convict Japan of a violation of 
ell international lew. : . 
On Jantery 26, 1904, the Tsar telegraphed to 
Admirs} Alexeieif: “It is desirable that the 
Japanese, not we, ahould begin hostilities, . If 
they begin war against you, you should not 
revent a decant- on Southern Corea or near 
nano; bit if their fleet, with or without an 
invasion, passes the 38th parallel, you have the 
right to attack it without waiting for tho'first 
shot. I Place my trustin you; may God help 
you.” ‘ibe prayer, for some inscratable 
reason, has not been granted.“ ~~ . 


NECESSITY THE. MOTHER OF

According to American papers a trial will be 
made of coolie labour on the Panama Canal. At 
the first mesting of the exeentive committee of 
tho Istbitian Canal Commission in the office of 
Secretary of War Taft, the Iabonr problem was 
discussed. at length, aod it was resolyed that 
contracts should be made for the employment of 
2,000 Japsmoge and 2,000 Chinese coolies in the 
canal constraction, ‘This is merely a prelimin- 
ary and experimental move, but if it succeeds,’ 
tho. enginears will havo an ‘almost unlimited 
force of labour to drawon. No opinion has yet 
been had from the Attorney General as to the 
Tight of the commission to employ its labour 
more than cight hours daily, but it hus satisfied 
itself that there'-is no legal cbstacle to the 
employment of this coolie labour under contract. 
This conclusion is based on the theory that 
while the United Stites exercises control over 
the Canal Zoue for administretive purposes, yet 
the titular sovereignty over the strip remains 
in Panam, over which no American labdat law 
can be held to extend. :

Mr. Phillipa said thet he intesided to outline 
briefly tho ase for the defonce, He roferred 
to a: aintiff's career in the British army, ho 
having beer an officer in the First Royal Scots 
Reyimont,'and served’ on the atafk of Tord 
Roterts daring the South African war. Ward 
wos & Barouof the Austrian Empire. It was ; 
® horeditary barvny, and be was the fourth in 
succession. Counsel: then gave the ressone for 
arfendant’s leaving the wrmy and described 
his ‘altompts to get to the front with the 
Jeponeso. After failing in ‘this obj-ot defon- 
dant went to Tieutain, where he mot Colonel 
Ogorodnikoff, Ruwisn Military Attaché in 
Peking.

‘Mr. Paviow, when the details of 
the scheme were finally arranged, promised 
defondant the aum of £20,000 for hia work in 
connection therewith, a not unreasonable aum 
when it was remembered that on the enccosa 
of this scheme depended to a large extent 
the safety of Port Arthur.

At’ that timo 
Rage ‘military operations wore ponding in 
‘Mancbutis, and-tho Baltié Fest was on itaway 
out... Ultimately;-Port Arthur fell oorlior (han 
it might hure done. The result was immediate, 
General Nogi assisted Marshal Oyama with bis 
army at the battle of Mukden, with tho 
uimost effect: It was the Port Arthur 
army which orusbed in the Russian right 
and turned the defeot into 4 rout, Tho 
Japanese fet was able to dock for necosary 
repaira and then met the Baltio Fleot with 
the result all knew. Up to that time. for 
eloven months the fleet had spént)\a wearying 
time at sen, night and day, before Port Arthur, 
and it wae a matter of absolute necessity for 
them to go into deck’ nnd refit before mecing 
tho fleet which was, om paper, 80 powerful. 
It. was, therefore,-very important, and Mr.Pov- 
low recognised it, that Port Arthur should bo 
abla to continue ils defence.

Tho annual general mooting of Messrs, 
Farnbam, Boyd & Co., was held at Shanghai 
on Juno 23rd, and lasted an hour and a-holf. 
Mr. ‘Lventyman gavoa lengthy explanation of 
the negotiations oatried on by Mr. Prentice 
the 
company toe Lendon syndiest>, He referred 
to and commented on the lotters addrosied to 
the dixectors by certain shareholders, and showed 
that the holdi g of au oxtraordinary moeotiag 
was not definitely requested, but was left to the 
directors discretion, and then briefly skotohed. 
the history of the company. ae 

; On the report and accounts being left open to 
discussion, Mr. F. E, Taylor rose snd,:in o 
lengthy. speoch, attacked Mr. Tweatyman’s 
policy, sketched the gradual diminution of 
profits during the last few years, and commented 
on the fact that, whoreng the profits of the 
company hnd been on the docreaga, tho tonnage 
of vessels entering Shanghai had, ainca 1901, 
increased by nearly 1,00°,000 tons He sug- 
gested that economy might be effected in the 
direotion of the directors’ salaries, which, he 
said, amounted to about Ts. $0,000 por annum, 
or at the present rata of exchange, over £10,000 
a year, He deplored tho fact that many of 
the company’s best employees had loft ond 
joined rival concerns, Mr, Taylor sid it 
was deplorabie that Shanghai's biggest in- 
dustry,and the most important British 
interest on the Yangtaze, should be used os a 
huge machine for St ck Exchange gambling. 

Mr, Twentyman voplied to Mr. Taylor, ino 
speech which was sovoral times interrupted, and 
tho report and accounts baving beon passed by 
a minority of shoreholders—most presont 
abstaining frow- voling—the meeting onded ; 
and tho extraordinary meoting. for reodon- 
etruotion of the company was opened, 

Mr, Twontyman mado a long speech dofiving 
the objects of this reconstruction, but asid he 
did not wish to force it on the shareholders, and 
that the directors would not care if it wos not 
passed. The rosolution was put to the meeting, 
bnt was not onrried, as the requisite tanjority did 
not vole iu favour of it.—N.-C, Duily News.

As thé 
steamer gained mastery of the commercs of the 
world, 39 the elippor,. with her haantiog’ 
boauty, lost her pride of place. Beauty gave 
place to hideous utilily. ‘T's swolling pyenmids 
of snowy canvas’ disappeared before the black 
berr of the “ tramp” steamer’s smoke, and the 
soft patter of reef-points on the ivory falluess of 
“slezping” sails was disturbed by the monot- 
onons throb of the enyinoandthe churning of the 
screw. In tlie days of the clipper, shipbuilding 
was an.att wherein the pootry of “fine” Jines 
and graceful de-ign had to be seriously con-

There is o 
society for the  proservation of sneient 
historic buildings, und one almost wishes 
that there existed a similar organisation 
for the protection vf some of the’ more 
famous of those packets. In their youth 
and prime they ploved no inconsiderable part. 
in the progress of the world’s trade: on’ their 
decks have walked many whoso names. are 
recorded in history. It is only idlo sentiment, ' 
true, butone could wish that those o'd ships 
had rather ended their carcors battling with the 
seas over which. for ro many years thoy ‘had 
moved in trinmph, It would be du intoresting

China tes clippers with their sharp bows .and 
“sweet entry,” and the fine-lined culonial 
traders... But oue fears ‘that it would be a -dis- 
heartening task, ending in naught but regret 
at the way in which the mighty have fallen. 
‘The halks of the world’s seaports could tell 
many a strange tale ; their coal-begrimed, filthy 
decks have been the scene of many comedies, 
de: ds of bravery, and also, possibly, of tragedy.

The principal discoveries of minerals which bad 
beou mats up to the presiit timo wore 
manganese, iron, coal, and blue ground, With 
regatd to the Manganese, it was reported that 
thore wore about 60,000 tons of ore in sight, of 
which 20,000 tons were merchantable ore, whilo 
4,000 tons royuired concentration. .
